which was dai y caft in their Teeth, they might 
nov only have ®indred the Progrels of their Religt- 
on amongft weaker Mines, butalfo rendred them- 
felves unworthy cf be Name they proteffed. The 
beft way therefcre that they could take co defeat 
the Malice of iheiv Enemies io this Refpect, was 
to make teat 2a EBofien of Honour which the o- 
thers choaenc ta have made a mark of Reproach. 
Notwichitanding this caretulnels of thetrs to main- 
tain the opea Prolejtiion of Chriftianity was in Pro. 
cels of time abaid +o Superitition, and by Igno- 
ran’ People preétied as a Point of Reiigion. For 
the practice of ‘his Ceremory became fo common, 


ttar they fcarce undertook any the moft utvial 


Attion withour crofling rheimlcives, even when 
Was DO longer a Barr or Prevention to kecp them 
from Apottacy, and when they had no lounger any 
Confidts wih B atpbemous Conmmeles againtt 
Barthe occeation thar introguced this Ceremo- 
ny imothe S.c ament of Kaptitm, was the felt- 
fame Benefit ot Believers for which ic is ftill in- 
tended. The Crols was to them and 1s ftill to us 
ancceifiry admoriion ro glery in the Service cf 
and not hang down our Heads as 
Men afhamed «f ic ; though ir procures us 
Proach in a Wicked World. Shame is a kiad of 
ear to incurs Dilerace and Ignominy : And 


whereas fome things are worthy of Reproaca, 
fome ihings Ignominious only through a falfe Opi- 
nion which Men have conceived of them. Nature, 
that is generally avetfe to opprobrious Reprchen- 
fion, mutt be taught by Reafon and Religion, 
what it fhou’d be afhamed of, and what nor. 
Norwithftanding becaufe the Mind while we are 
in this Life, whether it contemplate, meditate, 
deliberate, or howloever exercile itfelf, works 
nothing without continual recourte to Imagination 
which is the great Storehoule of Wir, and peculiar 
Chair of Memory ; hence it is thar the Impreffion 
of this fign of the Crois ts ufeful to bring forth- 
with to Mind whatloever rhe Spiric of Christ 
woiks or we have vowed againft Sin. Ic ferwes 
us as afilent Teacher to avoid whatloever may pro- 


cure fhame.
